EDITORIAL COMMENT: 



THE KEYS ON THE ROAD TO PROGRESS 



The Constitution and the Free Entei-prise Foundation 
of New York has just published a book called "The Keys 
to Prosperity." This book was written by Wilford I. King:, 
and he happens to be the economics professor emritus of 
New York University. 

In the book, the author has started off with Adam 
Smith's "The World of Nations," which was written in 
1776. He definitely points out that before Smith's book 
was written, there was no systematic treatise in economics, 
and he also makes it clear that despite explorations in the 
field of economics by thousands of inquiring: minds, surpris- 
ingly few of the principles laid down by the Smith book 
have been overturned. 

In his book Dr. King- says that in the years since 1776, 
major advances have occurred in our understanding- of our 
principles governing population, interest rates, the work- 
ings of monopoly, and cyclical movements in economic 
phenomena, and it seemed necessary to clear away a great 
tangle of misconceptions and fallacies under which economic 
truths have been buried so deeply that it has required a 
(rained eye to detect them. Many keys are described in the 
King- book — false keys to prosperity which merely open the 
way to paths leading- nowhere; some which are veritable 
keys to Pandora's box, and then the 17 keys with which 
it is possible to unlock all the g-ates and allow the nation's 
motor caravan to move ahead along- that smooth, sweeping- 
turnpike . . . gently rising- and uninterrupted by any sharp 
hills or declivities which constitutes the road to sustained 
prosperity. 

Here are the 1.7 keys to prosperity as outlined in King's 
book : 

1. Prevention of war — an end which cannot be attained 
without the establishment of a really effective world govern- 
ment. 

2. Prevention of any undue population pressure upon 
the supply of material resources available to the nation. 

3. Conservation of natural resources. 

4. Maintenance of the quality of population. 

ii. Forcing- the thriftless to insure themselves and their 
families against the untoward vicissitudes of life. 

6. Preservation of freedom of movement from place to 
place within the nation; this includes the right to go to 
one's place of employment without molestation. 



7. Guarantee by government of the rig-ht to acquire, 
hold, dispose of and bequeath private property. 

8. Freedom of contract and g-uarantee by government 
of the sacredness of contracts made. 

9. Freedom of investments and private enterprise. 

10. Encouragement of invention and lesser cost to 
perfect same. 

11. Protection of the thrifty from confiscation of their 
savings by taxation and otherwise. 

12. Avoidance of governmental deficits, in bad years 
as well as good years. 

13. Prevention of either inflation or deflation of the 
volume of medium. 

11 Governmental. adjustment of the net total volume 
of spending power to prevent any considerable changes in 
the general price level. 

15. Withdrawal of governmnt from the ownership, 
administration or control of the operations of construction 
projects, farms, factories, banks, insurance funds and trans- 
portation facilities. 

1.6. Prevention by government of oppression of the 
public by either capitalistic or labor monopolies. 

17. Substitution of provisions for flexible wage rates 
instead of fixed wage rates in contracts between employers 
and employees. 

The author firmly believes all of these keys are neces- 
sary if we wish our country or nation to progress smoothly 
and steadily; he points out vividly the hazards confronting 
those who attempt to detour any of the gates. 

We feel sure not nearly all will agree upon all the 
above-mentioned keys and the outlined King program no 
doubt will likely bring on a considerable amount of argu- 
ment. But a casual study really convinces the writer that 
the program as outlined is sound and can be made workable. 

We doubt very much' that a more complete investiga- 
tion would change our opinion, and while Dr. King speaks 
so frankly that there are many who will no doubt disagree 
with him. the logic he employs in support of his opinions is 
such that to our mind, it will be very difficult to refute in 
any way just what he says.
